ANSON. July 14—Congressman 
Omar 
Burleson 
has 
lodged 
a 
strong official protest with the 
Secretary of Agriculture in W asi/ 
ingrton against the method being 
used in paying for cotton acre­ 
age placed in the Soil Bank.
